There are few towns in the West 
whieh can claim such transient in- 
habitants ay can the fishing village 
of Winnipegosis, situated on the 
southeast shore of the lake of that 
name, in the Province of Manitoba. 

Twice during each year, 75 per cent 
of the male population leave the town 
for the s@litude of the fsolated fish 
camps, that are seattered around the 
lake shore or on some lonely island. 

The first exodus takes place prior to 
the fall fishing season, whieh com- 
menees on August L$th, and extends 
to the first week in October. The 
shortness of the season and the pres- 
ence of many outsiders In the town,
